"Congress and the Intellectual Community," and another by Carl Marcy, Chief of 
Staff, Senate Committee on Foreign Relations, on "Congress: Servant, Master or 
Companion of the President?" A third major presentation is scheduled by congress¬ 
man Charles Me C. Mathias, Jr. of Maryland. 

The opening plenary session will feature a panel discussion presided over 
by John Anthony Brown, Jr., director of the Assembly and vice president and dean 
of faculties at The George Washington University. 

Speaking on "Congress and Reapportionment" will be Robert G. Dixon, professor 
of law at George Washington and a leading scholar in the field of legislative 
reapportionment. Harold P. Green, also a professor of law at George Washington 
will discuss the topic, "Congress and Science". Ralph E. Purcell, visiting 
professor of Political Science, will talk on "Congress and Party Responsibility." 
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AMERICAN ASSEMBLY 

The opening remarks will be given by The Honorable Lewis L. Strauss, member 
of the Board of Trustees of The George Washington University, and by Clifford C. 
Nelson, president of The American Assembly. 

During the next two days, four special discussion groups will consider the 
multiple aspects of the promise and problems of Congress. 

Both MacNeil and Marcy will give luncheon addresses. MacNeil received an 
A.B. from Harvard and studied American History at Columbia University. He has 
been on the staffs of The ,New York Times, United Press and Boston Herald-Traveler . 
He is the author of Forge of Democracy. The House of Representatives . 1963. In 
addition to his Time assignment, he is a lecturer, has written numerous articles, 
book reviews, and has a weekly television program on the Eastern Educational TV 
Network. 

Dr. Marcy was graduated from Willamette University and received his law 
degree and Ph.D. in International Law and Relations from Columbia University. In 
1942 he joined the Department of State and attended the first United Nations 
General Assembly in London as adviser to the United States Delegation. He was 
staff consultant to the Senate Committee on Foreign Relations 1950-55 and became 

Chief of Staff of that Committee in 1955. He won the Rockefeller Public Service 
Award in 1963. 

The American Assembly was established by Dwight D. Eisenhower at Columbia 
University in 1950 and has held assemblies of national leaders, publishing books 
to illuminate issues of U.S. policy.

Chairman of the committee, which materialized out of the recent Planning 
Conference for the Classics, is John F. Latimer, president of The American 
Classical League and chairman of the Department of Classical Languages and 
Literatures at The George Washington University. 

Dr. Latimer directed the major classics conference held in Warrenton, Va., 
in late April, under a grant from the U.S. Office of Education. 

The committee members include two additional college professors and four 
secondary school teachers. They are: Samuel D. Atkins, chairman of the 
Department of Classics, Princeton University, Princeton, N.J.* Gerald F. Else, 
chairman of the Department of Classical Studies, University of Michigan, Ann 
Arbor, Mich.* Clara W. Ashley, Newton South High School, Newton Center, Mass.* 
Father Hilary Hayden, St. Anselm's Abbey, Washington, D.C.* Marian McNamara, 
Palo Alto High School, Palo Alto, Calif,* and Rhea Miller, Albuquerque High 
School, Albuquerque, N.M. 

Miss Ashley is the editor of a Latin textbook. Mrs. Miller is one of five 
members on the National Committee for the Junior Classical League. This 
organization has more than 110,000 members in 2000 U.S. high schools. 

Father Hayden, who is a Greek as well as a Latin scholar, is president of 
the Washington Classical Society, an organization composed of area teachers 
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of classics. Dr. Atkins was formerly chairman of the Committee on Teacher 
Education and Trends, American Philological Association. Dr. Else is the 
immediate past president of the A.P.A. 

At the conference of SO classical scholars from throughout the U.S., it 
was determined that the classics need a new thrust with a major emphasis on 
the general aspects of history, literature, philosophy, art and archeology.

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SECRETARY OF STATE RUSK TO SPEAK 

AT GEORGE WASHINGTON COMMENCEMENT 

Secretary of State Dean Rusk will give the main address at the lUith 
Commencement exercise of The George Washington University, Sunday evening, 

June 6. He will also receive an honorary degree from the University. 

Secretary Rusk took over the duties of his office in January, 1961, 
becoming the 5Uth Secretary of State. He first became associated with the 
Department of State in 19ii6 where he served briefly as Assistant Chief of 
the Division of International Security Affairs. In March of 19U7, after a 
period of time with the War Department, he rejoined the Department of State 
as director of the Office of Special Political Affairs, which later became 
the Office of United Nations Affairs. 

From 19U9 through 1952, he was Assistant Secretary for United Nations 
Affairs, Deputy Under Secretary of State, and Assistant Secretary for Far 
Eastern Affairs. He left the Department in 1952 to become president of the 
Rockefeller Foundation in New York City, where he remained for nine years. 

He was born in Cherokee County, Ca., and educated in the Atlanta, Ga., 
public schools. He was graduated from Davidson College, N.C., and won a 
Rhodes Scholarship which he used to study philosophy, politics and economics 
at St. John’s College, Oxford, England. He taught at Mills College, Oakland, 

Calif., from 193U-UO and was appointed Dean of Faculty in 1938* 
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During World War II, he served in the Infantry from December 19l*0 
through February 191*6, He became deputy chief of staff for the Burma 
Theater with the rank of colonel. 

He holds honorary degrees from 13 colleges and universities* He 
received the Eighth Armored Division Award for work in the cause of peace 
in 1962 and that same year, the Bernard Baruch Distinguished Service Medal 
from the Veterans of Foreign Wars, 

Secretary Rusk is Honorary President of the American Society for 
International Law, and a member of the Council of Foreign Relations, Phi 
Beta Kappa and the Arny-Navy Country Club, Washington, D.C*

Both flights are open to alumni, faculty, students, administrative 
staff and members of their immediate families. 
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Attached is the final report of The George Washington University 
American Assembly, held at Airlie House in Warrenton, Virginia, May 13 
through 16, 1565, 85 participants from Capitol Hill, government, 

education, business, labor, and the professions discussed the subject, 
"The Congress and America's Future"# This report was adopted by the 
participants at the assembly's final plenary session on May 16, 1965. 

The participants applauded the congress in two specific statements, found 
on pages 5 and 6 0 They made 13 recommendations included in this report 
beginning on page 6.

At the close of their discussion the participants 
in the George Washington University American 
Assembly on "The Congress and America's Future" 
reviewed as a group the following statement. 
Although there was general agreement on the 
final report, it is not the practice of The 
American Assembly for participants to affix 
their signature, and it should not be assumed 
that every participant necessarily subscribes 
to every recommendation. 


The mood of our age is a restless concern lest 
the basic ideas and institutions which underlie our 
freedom and well-being fail to respond to the mark of 
our age, which is swift and even violent change. In 
order to cope with rapid changes in the economic, social 
and scientific order, we concern ourselves with the 
responsibility to bring about appropriate changes in the 
political order. In the political order the legislative 
area has seemed to respond to pressures for change more 
slowly than the executive. 

If the first two-thirds of the Twentieth Century 
has been hard on legislatures, and dangerous to the 
institutions by which free men govern themselves, will 
the final third of the century require us to find 


s 
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alternative political institutions, or revise, reform and 
update our traditional institutions? It is to this broad 
concern and to this basic question as it applies to the 
Congress o£ the United States that we have addressed 
ourselves. 

Basic Assumptions 

This Assembly asserts that the Congress has 
responded and will respond to a national consensus or 
clear and present danger to our national security. There 
are many examples to prove that it has responded to the 
national will and the national need. 

We believe there is always a place for the 
deliberative process. The timing of legislation involves 
interaction between the general public and the Congress. 

We believe that Congress, with its effective sources of 
information and broad overview of the national well-being 
has a responsibility for educating the people as well as 
responding to the public's clear demands for legislation. 

There are those with much to say about Congress 
who have limited understanding of the national legislature 
and national legislators. There is much to be done to 
improve the effectiveness and validity of the reporting 



of the mass communicators - the press, radio and television. 
And there can be improvement in the academic analyses of 
the legislative process. 

This Assembly has accepted as a basic assumption 
the view that recent reform and modernization of the rules 
and procedures of the Congress have had a beneficial and 
constructive legislative consequence and that additional 
reforms will follow. Nevertheless, the further strengthening 
of legislatures cannot be dealt with by procedural changes 
alone. In improving the quality and efficiency of the 
Congress we recognize that in the final analysis it 
depends on a rising calibre of candidates to serve in 
the Congress. 

We have noted a new inter-relationship between 
the executive and legislative branches which has come about 
as a consequence of the industrial, technological and 
social development of our society. 

We have rejected the assumption that there is 
a cause and effect relationship - a necessary plus and 
minus interplay - which mandates that a strong executive 
will be master of a weak legislature, or that a trong 
Congress must repel the legislative advances of a President. 


s 
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The modern interplay between the executive and the legislative 
branches has given the executive increased influence o^er 
the process of initiating and shaping legislation. Never¬ 
theless, the Congress in recent years has in fact e cercised 
more initiative than the public thinks, and the critics 
admit. 

Iii the executive branch has moved dramatically 
into legislative matters, the legislative branch has had 
its own development evidenced by multiple functions which 
may be categorized as investigative, legislative, review 
and oversight, constituent service and educative. 

This Assembly believes the absence of strict 
party discipline in legislative matters is not a threat 
to our representative system as some have argued. Ours 
is not a small nation; we are a complec society in which 
majorities shift and political alignments regroup in ways 
that may be more responsive to the public will than to a 
party platform. We make our recommendations from the 
point-of-view that this recurring regrouping is a truly 
constructive response to the needs of our complex and 
heterogenous society. It should also be pointed out 
that the absence of strict party discipline has the 



additional merit of permitting the individual to vote 
according to his intelligence and conscience. 

This Assembly applauds those members of Congress 
who have long been striving to create a mechanism within 
Congress to achieve congressional reform and welcomes the 
establishment of the Joint Committee on Organization of 
Congress. While the limitations of its scope are 
regrettable, the provision for action on many problems 
and a forum for division of congressional procedures 
is a useful step toward making Congress a more effective 
body. 

With these general convictions in mind, this 

Assembly : 

1. Applauds the steps taken by the House at 
the initiation of the Democratic majority at the beginning 
of the 89th Congress in a) restoring the 21-day rule and 
giving the Shaker increased discretion therewith; b) 
removing the requirement of unanimous consent to send 
a bill to conference and curtailing the power of the 
Rules Committee to kill a bill by denying a rule. We 
recommend that these actions be continued in future 


Congresses. 
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z. Applauds a) the decision ox the Democratic 
caucus to review all committee assignments; b) the decision 
of the Republican Conference in the Senate to amend the 
seniority rule by permitting junior members a wider share 
ox major committee assignments; c) action by the Republican 
House members accomplishing positive improvements in their 
organization and procedures. We recommend that these 
actions be continued in future Congresses. 

This Assembly recommends : 

3. Each House should develop uniform committee rules 
assuring control by a majority of members and ensuring adequate 
professional staff. 

4. Legislative hearings, particularly appropri¬ 
ations hearings, should be held in open rather than 
executive session, except where national security is 
involved. 

5. A Joint Committee on Economic Fiscal Policy 
should be constituted to include the chairman, ranking 
minority member and a member from the majority from each 
of the following committees: Appropriations Committees ox 
the House and Senate, Ways and Means, Finance and Banking 



and Currency. This committee shouxd hold hearings, study 
and prepare recommendations to report to Congress but 
not have the power to report actual bills. 

6. Diligent and conscientious efforts should 

be made to strengthen congressional machinery and procedures 
aimed at giving the Congress sufficient information in the 
areas of foreign policy and national security to enable 
the Congress better to discharge its constitutional 
responsibilities in these areas. 

7. Except where otherwise provided by law, 
Congress should not agree to respond within a stipulated 
period of time to a legislative proposal from the executive 
branch. 

3. Congress should divest itself of its special 
legislative role vis-a-vis the District of Columbia and 
grant home rule to the District. 

9. In order to provide more time for matters 
of national importance Congress should consider divesting 
itself of responsibility for appointment to the service 
academies, confirmation for postmasterships, and consi¬ 
deration of matters involved in private immigration bills 
and small claims legislation. 
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10. Members of Congress should be provided with 
adequate staff assistance to aid them in the analysis and 
evaluation oc pending legislation. Toward this end, consi¬ 
deration should be given, among other things, to providing 
each member with one legislative assistant for each 
legislative committee on which he serves. 

11. The travel allowance for each Member of 
Congress should be increased to 12 round trips to his 
district annually and 12 additional trips should be 
made available for members of his staff. 

12. Adequate allowances should be provided 
for maintenance of congressional district field offices, 
and greater differentials in terms of allowance should be 
provided for those who represent distant and/or populous 
states. This recommendation is made with the view that 
it is clearly much more expensive to maintain good 
communications with a congressional district that is at 
greater distance than with one close at hand, and more 
expensive, particularly in the Senate, to represent the 
populous states. Present recognition of this difference 
in the cost of communicating with a constituency is 
inadequate. 
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13. To help meet constantly increasing costs 
of campaign financing and to broaden the base of public 
support of campaigns for office, a $10 tax credit pro¬ 
vision or a $100 deduction should be applied to contri¬ 
butions made to a candidate for election to the Congress 
or his designated campaign committee. A central federal 
registry should be established with full powers to obtain 
full reports of all spending in primary and general 
election campaigns for federal offices. Ceilings on 
spending in federal elections should be revised to 
realistic levels. 

li. Adequate annual public disclosure of the 
assets and income of all Members of the Senate and House 
and their immediate families should be required. The 
same regulation should also be applied to all candidates 
for the Senate and the House of Representatives. 

13. The two-year term for Members of the 
House of Representatives has our endorsement and should 


not be changed.

3. Not guarantee un-qualified results. 

U. Provide scientific evaluation of reading devices for 
prospective users.

Secretary Rusk, the 5Uth Secretary of State, taught at Mills College, Oakland, 
California (193U-19UO) and was appointed Dean of the Faculty in 1938, He served 
in the United States Arny during World War II attaining the rank of Colonel and 
was awarded the Legion of Merit and Oak Leaf Cluster. He joined the Department 
of State in February, 191*6, and served until May, 19U6, when he returned to the 
War Department for a year’s service, before rejoining the Department of State. 

In March, 1952, he became president of the Rockefeller Foundation, a post he held 
for nearly nine years before becoming Secretary of State on January 21, 1961. He 
holds the Bernard Baruch Distinguished Service Medal of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, and the Eighth Armored Division Award, given him for work in the cause of 
peace. 
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David Matthew Kennedy, holds two degrees from The George Washington

he was a member of the staff of the Board of Governors of the Federal Reserve 
System attaining the position of special assistant to the chairman of the Board 
of Governors.
